Pursuant to K.R.S. §278.310 and 807 KAR 5:001 Section 3(8), Wal-Mart Stores East,
LP ("Walmart"), by its attorneys, respectfully requests that the Commission permit it to intervene
and become a party in the above-captioned matter. In support of its Petition to Intervene,
Walmart submits as follows:

1. On June 28, 2013, Kentucky Power Company ("KPCo") filed an Application
with the Commission seeking a general adjustment for existing rates.

2. Walmart is a national retailer of goods and services throughout the United States.
Walmart's principal office is at 2001 SE 10™ Street, Bentonville AR 72716-0550.

3. Walmart has the privilege of providing its retail services in the Commonwealth of
Kentucky. Walmart is a large commercial customer of KPCo. Walmart has approximately nine
facilities in Kentucky that are served by KPCo, which includes Walmart Supercenters. Walmart
purchases more than 34 million kWh annually from KPCo, principally pursuant to service under
Rate Schedules LGS and QP. Electricity is one of the single highest operating costs faced by
Walmart. As a result, any modification to KPCo's electric rates and rate structure has the
potential to substantially impact Walmart's operations in Kentucky, and as proposed, KPCo's
filing would increase Walmart's electric rates by about 20%. Therefore, Walmart has a direct and
substantial interest in the outcome of this proceeding. Further, Walmart is unique in that it is a

single commercial customer that purchases substantial amounts of electric and related services



from KPCo pursuant to multiple accounts at multiple locations. Thus, Walmart has an interest in
this proceeding that is not represented by any other party.
